The monitor Arkansas was launched 
successfully at the shlp>ard today. 
Miss Bobble Newton Jones, daughter 
of Governor Jones of Arkansas, chris- 
tened the monitor as it started down 
the ways. In addition 
to Governor 


Jones and n. party of Arkanians, there 
were present Governor Tyler of Vir- 
ginia, a large party of naval officers 
and a number of Invited cucnts. 


The monitor Arkansas Is the first of 


a type developed by the American! 
navy, for not since the days ot the 
Civil War has a dingle turreted monitor 
l>e*n constructed. Thr Arkansas will 
have as ulster Milps the Florida nnd the i 
Wyoming, nnd a third which Is still 
unnamed. These are known as harbor' 
defense monitors, and while small, will 
have large accommodations for crews 
for vessels of their size, and also bs for 
the use and Instruction of the naval 
militia. 


The Arkansas Is to cost not more than 


Jl.500,000 complete. The designs were 
prepared by Chief Constructor Hlch- 
l»rn and provide for a single balance 
turret of the Hlchborn type on the cen- 
ter line forward with an Inclined top 
and 
made 
of rteel nine Inches thick. 
This turret will contain two of the new 
high-power 11-Inch breech-loading rif- 
les. Beside this, the Arkansas 
will 
carry four four-Inch rapid fire guns, 
three slx-pcainders and four one-pound- 
>rs. When complete the Arkansas will 
draw only twelve feet six Inches of, 
water on a displacement of 3,235 tons, 
enabling her to slip Into any harbor 
open to sea-going shipping.

book. 
"I visited the si hool and was aston- 
ished at what I saw. There was not a 
study ile-«k In the building. Fur the 
first hour I could see nothing but con- 
fusion. There hccmeil to be no pur- 
pose. In the class room were- benches 
of sand, boxes nt cln>, carpenter 
In nchcs. chests of tools, turning 1 ithcs, 
forges, cooking stoves, looms nplnnlng 
wheels.-nlmost everything that Is be- 
ing used bv the world In Its labors 
"Some three hundred children were 
busy with these things. After n while 
I ellscovcred thnt they were In reality 
divided Into groups of not moie than 
ten, each group working to n special 
end. In company with a teacher. 
"All that the lenin comes as a nttural 
consequence of what they do 
These 
children are tiughl hlstorj. ge-ogru- 
phy. arithmetic, reading writing nnd 
chemistry, apparently without i-tuely. 
They are allow el absolute ph>s|ral lib- 
erty, because the Instructors believe 
thnt they have found that a growing 
child can think nnd lenrn best If his 
liody Is not restrained, and that noise 
does not disturb him 
"The study of life Is the basis of all 


learning here. The children begin their 
education us nearly as possible, nt th* 
beginning of civilization, and ureiulrc 
their knowledge b> passing, step by 
step, through the process by which 
knowledge 1ms been developed A group 
begins ns though it were composed of 
primitive little men nnd women. 
"They arc little savages In knowledge 
and habits only, and not by nature, ns 
the old pedngog believed. They begin 
their course of study as men txgan to 
live. All the various textiles me put 
into their hands, and they begin with 
thn teacher to spin these with their 
lingers as their forefathers did. \\ bile 
they nre doing this, the teacher talks 
with them, tells them what theso tex- 
tiles are, how they nre pruduccd. from 
what countries they c-ome. and what 
people use them. 
"As they piny with these they tlnd 
that wool textile Is the easiest to han- 
dle. Then the teacher shows them bow- 
by the use of a pointed stick, thiy nil 
able lo spin more easily. Then how. b> 
making a little wooden wheel and-fas- 
tening It to one end. there Is Mill a 
greater Improvement. Step by step 
these groups advance, until they have 
made with their own hands a spinning 
wheel Identical with those our grand- 
mothers used In New England, nml 
when they i-lt and spin with these. the> 
have learned nil about textiles and the 
making of yarn, n good deal of hlstorj. 
n good deal of geography, nnd an out- 
line of the race from the beginning un- 
P mi. me luvu •>ui>« »..-« 
•*•+-* 
til the time nf the Puritans 
"After they have learned lo make the 
yarn, they begin to weave. Each child 
is taught how to construct the primi- 
tive Indian loom by making one for 
himself, fastened to the floor nnd the 
wall. While doing this they are toU 
of the life nnd customs of the Indians, 
ot tho discovery of America, of the 
things thnt lived nnd grew here l>efore 
the white man appeared. 
•"They go to the boxes of clay and 
put their Ideas of Indians Into form. 
They take their pencils nnd draw pic- 
tures nf tep<*es, bows and arrone. nnd 
papooses. The te-acher suggests that 
[hey weave the kind nf blanket the In- 
dians wore. They select a tribe, nnd 
the teacher tells them nil to draw de- 
signs for these blankets, and that the 
most correct will be used. 
"From this beginning the group rass- 
es, detail by detail, until the scholars 
lave constructed the enormous loom 
such ns Is used by the weavers of to- 
day. Then they are token to tho great 
cloth factories of the city, and shown 
how machinery has supplanted the 
hand labor. It Is all very clear to 
them. 
These great machines with 
;helr hum and clatter nre more Intelli- 
gible to theso little people than they 
ire to countless number nf grown up 
visitors who listen In stupefaction lo 
their noise without even attempting t« 
see Into their process. Ask any of 
these rhlldren concerning the cloth of 
:he dress you w-e-ar. and they will tell 
rou more than most adults have 
earned in school or out. 
"The children learn to cook by pre- 
paring their own noon-day/ lunches 
The actual learning to cook, however. 
IM only a Mcondarjr coasWcraUon. Tm», 


as with even thing el«e they do. nerves 
principal!} us nn Int. resting, n aural 
and iir.ictli.il method of liislrjctlon.

them acrurati-l>, producing a machine 
thnt will work, they have1 necc'snrlls 
learned how to measure, to add, to 
subtract nnd to multiply. It Is not 
merely arithmetic to them. The*e chil- 
dren look upon mathemitlcs not ns 
mathematics tint ns a neces«.ary means 
tn the end they nre work'ng for. When 
the end they are- working for. Win n 
they nre forking out these problems. 
they nre fre-e tn iisslst each other, nnd 
re. In fact, encouraged to go to their 
n hoolmates with their difficulties, ra- 
ther than to the teacher, who Is called 
In emlv iiK n last resort.

"\\Tien the time comes, ns It always 
does that these children 
themselves 
seek books, they are brought freely Into 
the system of education, but not until 
then. 


•All this Is certainly radical. Those 


In charge of this school admit that It 
Is experimental, but they also claim 
that true education is always experi- 
mental. No two Individuals are alike, 
and every child that comes Into the 
world brings with him a new problem. 
This school l.s constantly Milled by the 
public school teachers of the city, and, 
revolutionary as the methods are, they 
meet with the unqualified approval of 
all those who study them closely. 
"But this school has a greater signifi- 
cance than Is associated with Its own 
conduct. From It will grow a univer- 
sity, of what nature no man knoir*. 
IU character will be detcrmtn<-d by the 
requirements of these pupils wheii they 
are ready to enter. Out of thcfe ex- 
periments It Is, In fact. Intended to ere- 
nle a university on the foundation of 
the kindergarten. It will not be an In- 
stltutlon of fixed rules and customs 
waiting, unchanged for years, those 
who mny seek It and compelling them 
to conform to those made. When It 
appears. It will be the result of natural 
evolution of the minds that compose 
It."—Saturday Night.

fact. It has made suicide a burning 
question among Insurance men in tho 
last lew years,, and experts In the In- 
surance business are lUvlded into two 
camps on the subject. 
One side de- 


mands that a law be enacted for the 
protection ot policy-holders who won't 
kill themselves In the face of a little 
trouble ag.ilnst those who will by pre- 
venting thu latter being able to bleed 
an Insurance corporation for the bene- 
lit of the helpless ones they leave be- 


hind. The other side view the question 
philosophically, 
like 
the 
prusldunu 


quoted, or like the statistician of an- 
other company who took the same view, 
hut nut It to the reporter in another 
way. 


"This thing.".said he, "Is all a ques- 


tion of figures. The companies are 
competing for business. In thu catH"H 
from 
which men die. suicide -auks 


ninth. 
Consumption, 
heart 
disease, 


pneumonia, apoplexy, Kilpht's disease, 
cancer, typhoid, and diseases of the 
brain outrank It In the order mined. 
They together account for nearly <JO per 
cent, of the dr.ltlis on which we pay 
claims. After them come suicide, acci- 
dent, senility, liver disease, lockjaw, 
and all the host of less frequent calces 
of death. N'ow It .stands to reason that 
If a company should announce, 'We will 
not Insure you against accident or we 
against liver complaint, or any other 
will not Insure against old age or 
minor troubles that company would 
sc on go out of business. Yet the nuniv. 
her of deaths, and consequently the 
IIJJM from any one of these causes. In 
less than from suicide. IVhy, then, 
should the suicide's family alone hi; 
singled out for deprivation of the bene- 
fits of life InsuranceV" 


Compensation Is In part at the root 


of the companies' present toleration of 
HUlclde claims and tli* extensive losses 
which In recent years some of them 
have sustained In consequence. An 
equally strong cause Is public senti- 
ment. Fifteen yearn ago In every In- 
surance policy there was u clause which 


said In effect: 
"Void In case of* sui- 
cide." But whllo thin-protected tlm 
other policy-holders to Home extent It 
produced a vast amount of litigation. 
In many cases, while there was a 
Ntrong suspicion that death WHS pre- 
meditated It was hard to prove that ft 
was not due to accident, that the pis- 
tol had not gnne off while being cleaned 
or the policy-holder hadn't taken the 
poison In mistake for cough mixture. 
And wherever a company In the Inter- 
est of Its other policy-holders, did re- 
sist a claim for Insurance under such 
clrcuniHtancos " It 
went 
Intel 
court 


agulnst the widow and the orphan with 
a sympathetic Jury dead against It. 
Usually II came out with an adverse 
verdict, H heavy bill of costs, and a 
reputation lor meanness that told In 
the next year's business. So usually 
it was better policy to pay than to 
light, and the company paid rather 
than give a rival the chanceMo get 
ahead In next year's business. 
- Sush a case was lound In the Dwlght 
claims of 1S7S, a cause celehre among 
Insurance men. In 
November, 
1ST*. 


Colonel AVnlton Dwlght of Ulngham- 
ton, N. Y., died after having tuken out 
J240.000 worth of. Insurance within a 
year. Kiivh of the policies contained 
u suicide clause. Colonel Uwlght had 
had a remarkable career. He had 
served In the civil war and had been 
wounded eighteen times. Afterwards 
he had speculated, had made a fortune 
and lost It. He had a wife nnd*son to 
provide for, and he feared that his 
health was falling. 


"I am smart enough to make money 


enough tn -pny thr nrst premiums on 
those policies," he told a friend, "If 
I recover my health I can go to work 
with a will, and I'll regain my fortune 
In a few years. If I don't live long 
enough for that I'll Icavu my family 
comfortable." 


In taking out the jHillcles he Insisted 


. that the premiums should bo paid quar- 
, terly. and In no place did he pay more 
than u single quarter. After Ills death 
It was discovered that he had suffered 
for years from hemorrhages of the 
lungs, and the companies ullcgrd that 
since taking out the Insurance |Kjllcies 
he had acted as though he were bent 
on destroying his health and terminat- 
ing Ills life before the three months 
were ended. It was asserted that on 
one raw day. Just before his death, h« 
strlp|>ed ofi his clothing nnd 
swam 


several times acroj's the Sitsquehanna 
liver. It was charged that he had 
even hastened Ills end with poison, but 
an autopsy disproved this and demon- 
strated that the cause of death was 
gastric fever, following a chill. More 
thun twenty Insurance companies were 
Interested in the case. They contended 
that Colonel Dwlght. In his family's 
Interest, had delllx-ntely planned to 
defraud them. After mature delibera- 
tion, however, more than half of thh 
companies paid the claims. One com- 
pany, however, which had something 
like JM.OOO at stake fought the claim 
Irom court to court. It earned an un- 
enviable reputation,' lost tho case, and 
Nliad, In addition, to hear the cost of a 


rrotracted and expensive litigation. • 


The Uwlght cam; has had a far- 


reaching effect upon the methods of the 
Insurance companies. 
Most of the ex- 


perts consider that It proved conclu- 
sively the worthlossncse of a compre- 
hensive suicide clause In |N>llcle*. It 
In certain that the companies which 
paid the Dwlght claims without ques- 
tion prollt.il In «n Increase of business. 
I'arlly as a result the big Insurance 
companies today at the most confine 
their efforts to protect 
themselves 


against being bled by Intended suicides 
to the Insertion of two clauses In their 
contracts. A clause In the policy de- 
clares that It shall be considered Incon- 
testable only after two years from the 
date of Issue. The other and principal 
protective clause Is In the application 
filled out by the person seeking the In- 
surance. ThU says: 


"I also warrant and agree that I will 


not die by my own act, whether sane or 
Insane, during the period of one year 
next following date of Issue." 


Few men, like Ilobert McCurdy Lord, 


will carry a suicide project In their 
heads for a year without thinking bet- 
ter of-It. In this fact II»s the com- 
panies' security against wholesale rob- 
bery. Those Insurance men who don't 
believe that suicide Is a iHsease to lw 
Insured against without restriction be- 
lieve that the provision Is sufficient for 
practical .working pun>oses. They only 
want to have It universally adopted. b:il 
as has been raid, some of their brcf.i- 
ren don't «•«.• It In that way. 


The present limited clause In Its poli- 


cies saved onr big company from » sin- 
gle loss of S100.COO within the last year. 
l.ast tvtolier Frank M. Ilrady. a Wiill 
street broker, shot himself In hi. oiler. 
8lx

previously 
though 
In 


strlatened circumstances, he had token 
•nit a life |K>lley for 
tlOO.OOO, paying 


«.(KiO fr.r the tlrst year's premium. The 
application contained the suicide clause 
and his widow failed to recover. 


The elimination of thp provision, on 


the other hand, cost several of the com- 
panies a heavy loss six years ago when 
Frederick Daker. after Joining with 
Samuel C. Swley. the bookkeeper ot 
the Sht.e and leather bank.ln robbing 
the bank of t£X).000, drowned himself 
In the sound. About a month before 
his death llaker went to an Insunaice 
agent who had known him for more 
than tventy years and announced hi* 
Intention of taking out" a policy In lh» 
agent's company. 


"I wurtl a policy which shall br In- 


contestuble from the* date of Issue,** 
said Baker In the course of the negotia- 
tion. "You know me. Make a special 
agreement In my case."

An Animal More to Be 


Feared Than the 


Rattlesnake, 


James A. Unwell, an Arizona ranch- 


man. Is at the Pasteur Institute In this 
city undergoing treatment to prevent 
hydrophobia from a skunk bite, re- 
ceived recently while he was camping 
on the plains of the West. So far as is' 
known, no one has ever recovered from 
the bite of 
the peculiar 
species of 


Mephitis Americana common in Ari- 
zona, and the case Is therefore one of 
unusual lntcre.it. Howcll was accom- 
panied on his trip to Chicago by John 
Donavan. formerly manager of Itlor- 
dan llro.i.' lumber yard at .Flagstaff, 
hut now a successful ranchman In the 
southern part of the territory. 


"The territory," said M,r. Donavan, 


"Is tilled with all kinds of animals of 
\vhlch the people from the Knst are 
afraid. Down there, however, we fear 
only the skunk. The Glla monster, the 
tarantula and the rattlesnake are dls- 
ngrceable enough, to be sure, but the 
bite of none of these Is necessarily 
fatal. 


"Tho skunk Is a mystery to scien- 


tists, us well us to the old plainsmen. 
It Is a little black and white animal, 
about as large as u good-sized kitten. 
It has no odor, like that which em- 
anates from the ordinary skunk. Men 
In the territory when they-aru out on 
the plains never curry tents with them, 
us It seldom ruhiH there uiore thun ten 
minutes at u time. For this reason a 
cunvu.s bag. which cun be pulled oVcr 


the body. Is sufllclent protection. H Is 
when a mall Is,stretched out In one of 
these bags, with his head uncovered, 
that he Is In the most danger. 
Tin! 


skunk creeps upon him at night, whllo 
he Is asleep, and bites his nose. 
No 


treatment tried down there ever has 
been able to save the life of a man so 
bitten. The duration of the disease Is 
the same as that of hydrophobia given 
by a dog suffering from rabies. There 
Is the same horrible death from con- 
vulsions. 
It Is no wonder that men 


sometimes commit suicide after being 
bitten by one of tlieae animals. 


"A few weeks ago I was at the Mon- 


tezunia wells In the Verde valley, not 
far from Jerome, when one of the sheep 
herders In my party was bitten. Wo 
Illled the man full of whiskey and sent 
horsemen to Jerome for a doctor. Tho 
doctor came In about four hours, anil 
told the man that he could cure him. 
Hut privately he told us that his pa- 
tient would die of hydrophobia. The 
man, whose name wan 
Street, over- 


heard the last remark and Jumped a 
hundred feet Into a well, preferring an 
easy death to the lliigerins'agony of 
the dlsensii. At Flagstaff a little whllo 
ago a wealthy Mexican died, strapped 
to his cot. He was bitten by u skunk 
nearly three months before his death, 
and he went Immediately to New York, 
where he took trealment nt the Pasteur 
Institute. For u while after his return 
he seemed to be In us good health ns 
ever. Then one day he was seized with 
convulsions. That was the beginning 
of the end. 


"Why hydrophobia Invariably follows 


a bite from one of these animals no 
one knows. Dr. Jnneway of New York 
IB of the opinion that the smaller 
species of ukunk can produce hydro- 
phobia by a bite whether the animal, 
is rabid or not. Dr. Lagorlo, who has 
made u carctul study of the subject, 
says, however, that all the skunks In 
that southern climate are' affected by 
rabies In the summer and early fall. 
That Is the opinion of the medical men 
in Arizona also. 


"A peculiar 
characteristic of tho 


Hkunk Is Unit he will not climb over 
anything. 
Usually 
when men 
are 


c'nmplng they (protect themselves 
by 


running a narrow strip of (canvas about 
three Inches wide around the camp and 
fastening 
it ti/the ground with 'Iron 


stakes. Skunks are never known to 
climb thin canvas and any one within 
Us confines is safe. Thu authorities In 
Arizona me beginning to take steps to 
exterminate the skunks. In muny of 


the counties rewards of J100 arc offered 
for the pelt of every skunk brought to 
the county Heat. Up in tile Kan Fran- 
cisco mountains skunks are numerous, 
and Flagstaff has offered a reward of 
}ir.(t for every skunk killed 
This Is 


done not only with the Idea of freeing 
the country from the pests, but of re- 
lieving the minds of Eastern travelers 
who visit Flagstaff on their way to the 
Grand Canon. 


"Fearless old John Hance, who keeps 


the hotel at the Canon and discovered 
the only path Into It, killed ten of tho 
animals last month. He has a system 
of traps. In which 
he catches 
the 


skunks, and he has made a study of 
their habits. 
When n skunk and a 


rattlesnake are placed In a cage to- 
gether the skunk seems to exercise the 
»am<! fascination over the snake that 
the reptile Is supposed to exert upon 
man. The snake's bite upon the animal 
produces no effect, nor does the bite of 
the skunk create any disturbance In the 
snake. The tarantula Is the deadly foe 
of the skunk. 
When a tarantula Is 


placed In a cage with a skunk the 
nnlniul crouches down In the furthest 
corner and shivers with fear. A bite 
from a tarantula Is fatal to It within 
two hours. 


"My friend 
Howell, who has 
the 


ranch next to me, was bitten on the 
nose two weeks ago. I brought him io 
Chicago to obtain' the best treatment 
possible. I don't know what this In- 
stitute can do. Howell Is a brave man, 
however, nnd we have the assurance 
of 
Dr. 
Lagorlo' that 
he will 
pull 


through. 
The only trouble Is that It 


has been so long since Howell was bit- 
ten that the medicine Is not likely to 
have the proper effect. 


"Somo of the ranchmen of Arizona 


have adopted a new method of killing 
the skunk. They llx a searchlight by 
placing a candle before a tin pan-at 
the door of the shacks. The light at- 
tracts the skunks, whose eyes arc very 
keen, nnd as the animals approach tho 
shack at night the ranchman 
shoots 


them with his rifle. One man has made 
$3,000. this Bummer In that way. He 
says that It Is more than he has made 
from his ranch In two years. 


"Dogs are the natural enemy of 


skunks. They are notjlable to disease 
fiom their bites, and chase, worry nnd 
kill them with as much glee as a cat 
doe.i a rat. Dr. Hempsteml of Flag- 
staff has treated more cases of hydro-- 
phobia caused by the bite of. a skunk 
than uny. other man lu Arizona. - He 
has tried every remedy known to-ecl- 


cnce. He says he never treated a case 
which recovered. 
Ho believes 
that 


there 
IB no effective treatment, and 


suyH that the disease from which the 
victims die Is not hydrophobia, What 
It Is he cannot tell, but he advises all 
his patients to take the Pasteur treat- 
ment In the hope that their lives may 
be saved. He thinks that ammonia 
placed on the wound In a few minutes 
after the bite Is received would often 
save life. Hut, so fur us IK known, 
this has never been dime In Arizona be- 
cause ammonia on the plains 
Is us 


scarce 'as -water In the desert." — Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean,
